AFFAIRS OF THE RAILWAYS.

The L., N. A. & C. Scare.
The sharp break in the stock of the Louisville,

New Albany & Chicago road is exciting a good
deal of comment in financial and railroad circles,
as there seems to he no reason for such a turn-hi- e.

The property vas erer in better condi-

tion physically than now and the business of
the road is Urge and promises to be unusually
heavy this fall. In commenting on the break
in the stock the Boston Advertiser of the 23th
says: "The dlsastrions fall in Louisville, New
Albany & Chicago stock from CO to 35 will nat-
urally inspire a caution in handling it this year.
Purchases at to-day- 's prices, however, seem to
be fairlv safe. It is a well-manage- d road, in
good physical condition, which can be made to
earn a small amount over its fixed charges. Its
chief disadvantage is, perhaps, in the fact that
it has and will have to compete with roads
which earn much more per mile and which are
rnn with a prime view to earning fixed charges
only. The net earnings since Jan. 1 have
shown a good increase over the abnormally poor
showing of last year, and the increase may con-
tinue for some time longer. While the road re-

mains independent it would be rash to look for
an early dividend, because the management is
noted as extremely conservative." In this con-
nection it is proper to state that the Journal has
information which leads to the belief that the
L., X. A. & C. will in the near future be leased
to one of the large railroad syndicates on very .
favorable terms. Negotiations looking to such
a deal are at least pending.
